massacre of April 19. Weitmann_ re- 
ceived yesterday a letter from his 
brother, Abraham Weitmann, in which 


the writer tells about the massacre and 
begs for money with which to come to 
this country. 

Louis Pfeffer, of No. 174 Decatur street, 
secured the letter and translated it for 
The Constitution. He said that his peo- 
ple were proud of the sympathy mani- 
fested for the Jewish victims of RuSsian 
barbarity by the American press and 
that was one reason he wanted The 
Constitution to have the letter which 
was the first received in Atlanta from 
Kishinef since the massacre, 

In the letter Abraham Weitmann says 
that Kishinef and the province of Besse- 
rabia, in which it jis situated, is wild 
with excitement and fear. 

“I am not able to write much,’’ 
letter says, 
as the massacre occurred only four days 
ago in which our Uncle Tche (Isaac) 
and Aunt Reeve (Rebecca) were mur- 
dered with over one hundred other~Rus- 
sian Jews. If I wrote too much about 
it the government might get my letter 
and I would be murdered. It was on 
Easter, April 19, that a Mob of two 
hundred started the massacre. I and 
my wife hid three days in a cellar with- 
out food or water, and when we went 
back into our house we found every- 
thing in it demolished. Besides killing 
over one hundred men, women and chil- 
dren, the barbarians, who call themselves 
Christians, broke up everything they 
found in the houses. Kishinef is deso- 
jate. -Please, for God's sake, send me 


the 


to your great country, where a man Cun 
live “In peace and worship God as he 
chooses. I know you will regret to 
hear that our uncle and aunt were among 
the victims. But for the cellar under 
our house I and my wife would have 
also been murdered.” : 
Money wiil be sent to Weitmann at 
once, and it will not be long belore he 
arrives in Atlanta.

Remarkable Features of the 
Jewish Massacre in Russia 


As Assassins Approached Jews They 
Would Say: “Poor Brethren, We 
Must Kill You”—Alleged 
Czar Ordered Robbery 
of the Jews. 


Berlin, May 21.—The singular state of 
mind of the townspeople of Kishinef, 
Bessarabia, while they were killing the 
Jews there about a month ago, is de- 
scribed in a letter from a non-Jewish 
German of Cdessa, received by the relief 
committee here. He said: 

“The leaders of the bands, on enter- 
ing Jewish dwellings, often addressed the 
occupants good naturedly, saying: 
“Poor brethren, we must kill you. 

so ordered.” 

Monstrous things were not done until 
robbers began to participate and then 
they, with the Christian zealots, became 
intoxicated, 

The state of terror in Kishinef, the 
letter adds, continued. A fresh massa- 
cre is expected there and the Jews of 
Odessa and all of the large towns of 
Bessarabia are living in hourly dread 
of death. The whole province seems to 
be in a state of fanatical fury against 
the Jews. The writer of the letter then 
Says: 

“Excitement is intensified through 
proclamations distributed in the streets 
and the tone of bitterly anti-Semitic 
newspapers. The Russians say to their 
educated and tolerant countrymen who 
urge keeping the peace: 

‘It is the czar’s will that the Jews 
be everywhere robbeu.”’

PROF. FURMAN PUT IN PRISON. 


Gets Into Trouble in Mexico About 
Mining Property. 

El Paso, Tex., May  21.—Information 
comes thaf the cause of the arrest of 
Professor John A. Furman. a mining en- 
gineer of London, who was fmprisoned 
at Chthuahua, rose from aq deal involving 
mining property and a ranch of 2,000 acres 
at Chiapas. Options were taken by Fur- 
man on the mines from Senor Don Rinal- 
do Ramos. An English company was or- 
ganized to take thege properties, for which 
Furman got the option. 

Mr. Pollock, of London, representing the 
big English’ company, claims $50,000 was 
paid out for development of the mines. 
Furman refuses to transfer the property 
to the company. Furman’s friends de- 
clare the cgmpany did not act honestly, 
but refused thim his commissions and 
dealt with Ramos direct.

Trouble Is Spreading 
to Dalmatia.

Vienna, May 21.—The revolt in Croatia 
is spreading to every part of the titular 
kingdom and threatens’ to extend to Dal- 
matia. 

The celebrations at Agram yesterday 
of the anniversary of the death of Jeli- 
lacihich von Basim culminated in a fierce 
conflict with the police, who attacked 
the crowds with sabers, wounding many 
persons and making 30 arrests, includ- 
ing several] students and women. . The 
city of Agram is now completely under 
military rule. The principal streets are 
closed by cordons of troops. Four regi- 
ments, fully equipped for war, have been 
ordered. to proceed from Oedenburg to 
the Agram district. 

At Buccari and Meja thousands of peas- 
ants attempted to destroy the railroad 
in order to prevent the arrival of troops. 
They tore up the rails at five different 
points, and .when the military arrived 
the peasants pelted them :+with stones, 
injuring several soldiers. The troops re- 
taliated by shooting and  bayoneting 
many of the peasants. 

The Slavs resident in vartous parts of 
Austria and Bohemia are holding indigna- 
tion meetings to protest against the pro- 
ceedings in Croatia, wheré over 2,000 per- 
sons have already been imprisoned. 

The disturbances in Croatia are prima- 
rily due to the long standing race ha- 
tred between the Slavs and Magyars. 

The present outbreak has two main 
sources. First, the general discontent 
of the peasantry arising from the extreme 
poverty prevailing everywhee and from 
the fact that in some parts of the coun- 
try the peasants are on the verge of 
famine. Second, the tndignation aroused 
by the alleged tyrannical rule ‘of Count 
Kuhn Hedervary, the present ban of 
Croatia. 

The Croatians attribute much of their 
poverty to the financial methods of the 
Hungarian government, which is accused 
of drawing from Croatia money in ex- 
cess of its legal proportion of the taxes 
in spite of the protests of the inhab- 
itants. Consequently, throughout Croatia 
there is increasing hatred of Hungarian 
rule and language. The.recent attempt 
made to introduce. the yar language

KANSAS. BREEDS 
MANY TORNADOES 


Three Ravage One County in 
Twenty-four Hours, 


Two Persons Killed Outright and 
a Dozen or More Injured—Tor- 
nadoes Followed by Ter- 
rific Downpour of 
Hailstones., 


Salina, Kans., May, 21.—The.third tor- 
nado in Salina county within the past 
twenty-four hours struck Assaria _ to- 
night. TwWo persons were killed and a 
dozen or more injured.

Of the injured none is fatally hurt. The 
house in which the Olsens lived was de- 
molished completely and the body of the 
boy was found thirty rods from where 
the house had stood. The wind carried 
the farm house occupied by Nels Olson- 
borg a distance of 5 yards. 

Mrs. Chris Olsonborg saw the storm 
coming and escaped from the house half 
a minute before it was carried away. 

A terrific rain storm followed the tor- 
nado. At Bridgeport; in this county, 
hail fell continuously for twenty minutes, 
doing immense damage to wheat,

Interesting Statement of the Com- 
pany’s Position—May Prove Im- 
portant Precedent in Fix- 
ing Assessments of 
the Franchises.

The new franchise tax law scored a 

most substantial victory yesterday when 
the return of the Pullman Palace Car 
Company was received by Comptroller 
General Wright and« promptly accepted. 
The Pullman company, by its legal 
authorities, acknowledges the justice of 
the Georgia law, complies fully with its 
spirit, and makes what is considered 
by the comptroller general a most equita- 
ble franchise return. : 

The company has no Georgia charter, 
has no franchises that can be consid- 
ered such, enjoys no privileges so far as 
Georgia is concerned that are not enjoyed 
by “natural” persons. And yet the offi- 
clals of the company recognize that a 
certain intangible value attaches to its 
tangible property and gives in to the 
state of Georgia her proper proportion, 
based on mileage. 

Last year the Pullman return for tan- 
gible property was $208,528. This ‘year the 
return for tangible property is exactly 
the same amount and the company adds 
$117,074 for franchises. 

Net Gain to the State. 

This is not only that much net gain 
to the state in its total of taxable prop- 
erty, but what is of far more importance, 
it is a recognition of the fairness of the 
Georgia law, which will strengthen it and 
bring substantial results. 

Some days ago Mr. McPherson. of Chi- 
cago, assistant general counsel of the 
Pullman company, called upon Comp- 
troller General Wright and stated that 
his company was anxious to comply 
in every way with the law and to meet 
all reasonable demands of the state. He 
explained that his company had -no char- 
ter in Georgia, had no franchises as the 


Joyed no special privitegés whatsoever: 
but thé Company was willing to pay 
taxes on more than its tangible property, 
recognizing the right of the state to levy 
such tax. 

He explained that the return for tangt- 
ble property was made on a mileage ba- 
sis. The total tangible property of the 
company is $15,498,594. The company sends 
its cars over 169,830 miles of road, and in 
Georgia they cover.a mileage of - 2,285 
miles. Georgia’s proportion of the tangi- 
ble property return is reckoned accord- 
ing to its proportion of the total mileage. 


Different Methods Discussed. 

Several methods of getting at the fair 
estimate to be put upon what Mr. Mc- 
Pherson called the tangible value of the 
property were talked over at a confer- 
ence he had with Comptroller General 
Wright and Attorney General Hart. Mr. 
McPherson finally agreed that the fairest 
way to make this estimate was to take 
the value of the. stock representing the 
sleeping car business of the company, 
computed at its full market value, and 
deduct therefrom the value of tangible 
property. This left a difference of $,- 
701,406, which is to stand for the intangible 
or franchise value of the property. Geor- 
gia’s share of this, computed on a mile- 
age basis, is $117,174. 

Without making a formal return, Mr. 
McPherson returned to Chicago, saying 
he would present this to Mr. Runnels, 
general counsel! of the company, as his 
idea of the right thing. Yesterday the 
formal return made according to this 
plan was received by the comptroller 
genera) and promptly accepted. - 

Accompanying this return was a suc- 
cinct statement of the attitude of the 
corporation, which !s a valuable and in- 
teresting ‘contribution to the literature 
growing out of this franchise law. 


Comptroller General Is Happy. 

Comptroller General Wright is highly 
\aeased with the Pullman company’s 
return. 

“It does seem to me that when a corpo- 
ration like the Pullman company, which 
has no charter in the state and enjoys 
no special privileges of any character, is 
willing to meet the requirements of the 
law so fairly it is about time for some 
of the others to reconsider the attitude 
they have assumed,’’ said the comptroller 
general. 

“It seems to me,"’ he added, “‘that the 
method followed by the officers of this, 
company in computing the intangible 
value of the property can be safely fol- 
lowed in other cases. It will, if followed, 
bring some really substantial results,”

“The Pullman Company respect- 
fully submits that it is a corpora~ 
tion incorporated by,.a speciai act 
of the genefa] assembly of the state 
of Illinois, approved February 22, 
1867; that it has no franchises of 
any nature or character) whatever, 
except the franchise to be a cor- 
poration; that it is not now and 
never has been engaged in any kind 
of business or endowed with any 
right or privilege ‘not allowed by 
law to natural persons.’ 

“It does not, in the proper sense. 
operate the sleeping cars which it 
owns; it franchises such cars to 
railroad companies and they are 
operated by the railroad companies 
under the franchises granted to 
such raflroad companies. It has no 
interest whatever in the fare paid 
by railroad passengers for car- 
riage or transportation, and has no 
control over the movements of Its 
sleeping cars after they are once 
attached to the train. It simply 
rents to such railroad passengers as 
may desire a reserved seat by day- 
time, or a bed to sleep in by night, 
but while it has no franchises of 
any nature or character whatsoever 
in the state of Georgia, its capital 
stock representing all of its proper- 
ty is quoted above par or face 
value and this intangible value at- 
taches to its’ tangible property 
wherever situated and the proper 
proportion of it is reported to the 
state of Georgia for assessment 
and taxation.’’

Boston, May 21.—At the close of busi- 
ness in the speculative markets today the 


situation indicated that the flurry of the 
last two days on the Boston stock ex- 


change was at an end. Following yester- 
day’s tremendous decline in Canadian se- 
curities there was a heavy selling in them 
when the market opened today, but after 
the first violent plunge stocks steadied 
and at the close today’s losses had been 
regained.

The 
firm is composed of Frederick M. Tucker 
and Tracey H. Tucker and has been in 
business since January, 1898. The as- 
signee, Hollis R. Bailey, an attorney, 
made the statement that the firm had as- 
signed in order to prevent attachments 
and to secure an equal distribution of 
their assets. ‘ 

The failure is due to their having lent 
money on securities, which, while valu- 
able. are not readily convertible into cash.

New Orleans is becoming 
wilder as the time for the end of the 
meeting approaches, Bands are contin- 
ually on the streets and the strains of 
martial airs* are heard on every corner. 
the drum and bugle corps appear to have 
become-very Popular. There are ten or 
twelve such organizations now in the 
city and they are kept busy all the time. 
Not content with waiting for the long 
march of tomortrow the veterans of the 
various state divisions have marched 
over the city during the entire day and 
are still at it late tonight. Drum corps 
are not the only organizations that furn- 
ish music, however. There are’ several 
large bands here and three of four or- 
chestras, which parade the streets and 
play what the veterans call for. 

One ef the most interesting features of 
the reunion from at least one standpoint, 
will come tomorrow during the morning 
session of the Sons of Veterans. W. A. 
Collier, of Memphis, has, in his pocket, a 
resolution which abolishes sponsors, and 
provides that sons of veterans shall not 
appoint them in future. The main reason 
for this contemplated action is the ex- 
pense of entertaining; thousands. An at- 
tempt was made today by the sons to 
provide that sponsors must be appointed 
from chapters of Daughters of the Con- 
federacy, but it metiwith defeat. The 
resolution that Mr. Collier will present 
is the result of the agitation of today. 

Governor Terrell Arrives. 

Governor Terrell

this morning. Tae tour was. personally 
conducted by Joe Billups, of tHe Adtianta 
and West Point.

- New Orleans, May 21.—Thé actual busi- 
ness of the confederate reunion was 
brought to an end today and the delegates 
adjourned sine die at noon. 

General Gordon was reelected command- 
er in chief, and all the department com- 
manders, General Lee, General Walker 
and General Cabell, were at the same time 
chosen to fill for agother year the offices 
they have held so long. All the elections 
were unanimous, and were made by one 
shout of “aye!’’ 

The place of holding the next reunion 
was left to the executive committee. It 
will be held in Louisville, Nashville or 
‘St. Louis. It is the desire of the officials 
of the organization to arrange matters 
so that a single railroad rate will allow 
the delegates to attend the reunion and 
visit the world’s fair at St. Louis, either 
going or coming. In the absence of any 
definite agreement with the railroads and 
their inability to say what could be done, 
the department commanders asked that 
the entire matter be leff to the executive 


council for qa final decision after consul- 
tation with the railroad officials. Their 
wish was granted by a unanimous vote. 


General Lee Presides. 


General 8. D. Lee presided at the open-, 
ing session of the confederate reuniop in 
the absence of Genera| Gordon, who re- 
mained in his room at the hotel to gain 
as much strength as possible for the or- 
deal of the parade. The attendance was 
smaller than at any previous. session, 
though the hall was well filled before the 
time for adjournment: 

The committee on credentials reported 
that there was a total of 1,523 camps rep- 
resented at the reunion, with 2,423 proper- 
ly accredited delegates, 

The report was ynanimously adopted. 

The report of the committee on reso- 
lutions wags called fof, but that body was 
not prepared to appear and a very consid- 


waited for the report. 

On motion of a delegate, the selection 
of a oity for the next reunion was made 
a@ special order for 11 o'clock. General 
A. P. Stewart presented a report covering 
his connection with the ptoject to erect a 
monument to the women af the south. 

General Stewart reported that at the 
Memphis reunion, in 1901, he had_ been 
made treasurer of the fund, but had 
later resigned his position in favor of a 
firm which had previously been  ap- 
pointed for the same purpose. He an- 
pounced he had a fund amounting to $202, 
which he was prepared to turn over to 
the committee unless it should otherwise 
be ordered b¥ the convention. The mat- 
ter, upon the suggestion of General Lee, 
went over until a later time for ac- 


tion. 
The Battle Abbey. 


The report of the Battle Abbey commit- 
tea was then offered by General Clement 
Evans: He had said but a few words 
when General Joseph Wheeler came into 
the hall and for a few minutes it was 
all over with the Battle Abbey report 
while the délegates cheered a welcome 
to the little commander. 

General Wheeler, after reaching the 
rostrum, made a short address of thanks 
for the welcome that had been accorded 
him. He urged upon his hearers the ne- 
cessity of providing for the needy and 
aged soldiers of the confederacy, sug- 
gesting that the best. way to bring this 
about was through the various state leg- 
islatures. 

At the conclusion. of General Wheeler’s 
speech General Evans resumed the read- 
ing of the Battle Abbey report. He an- 
nounced that ...e cash in hand and in 
immediate prospect -mounts to $204,471. 
Of this amount $104,471 is cash in bank; 

000 is the remaining portion of the 
Rouss donation; $60,000 has been donated 
by the city of Richmond, and $10,000 by 
individual residents of that place. 

The committee therefore recommended 
that as $200,000, the minimum amount de- 
sired for the erection of the abbey, had 
been secured, the time had arrived for 
the commencement of the work. The re- 


port was ad ; 

Dr. G. H. Tichenoz, for the hern 
Memorial Association, reported t the 
fund for the erection of a monument 14 
Jefferson Davis had peen finally secured. 
The announcement was received with 
tremendous applause. He urged in addi- 
tion that the plan to erect a monument 
to the women of the south be taken up 
with energy.

General Hick- 
man, of Nashville, seconded the motion, 
saying that it was desired to see if ar- 
rangéments could not be made where the 
railroads could be induced to grant a rate 
which: would permit the deigates to at- 
tend the reunion and at the same time 
go to St. Louis for the world's fair. The 
resolution was carried and the selection 
of the city was left to the executive com- 
mittee. 

A resolution was adopted providing that 
no person be chosen sponsor for a con- 
federate camp unless the wife or linea! 
descendants of honorably disctarged con- 
federate soldiers or sailors. 

A resolution urging moderation in the 
expense by cities entertaining the veter- 
ans was adopted. General Young, speak- 
ing for Louisville, said that this city 
would not permit the association to limit 
its hospitality. The resolution was 
adopted with the understanding that en- 
tertaining cities could do as they chose, 
but that the veterans wil] be satisfied 
with less pomp than has’ characterized 
the last few reunions. - 
General I. C. Walker, reported from the 
committee appotnted to establish closer 
relations between the veterans and Sons 


of Veterans, reported a plan for the affill- 


ation of the two bodies, which was 
adopted. 

The plag adopted provides that at all 
reunions the Sons of Veterans shall have 
the full privilege of the floor, but with- 
out the right to vote. 

That in all parades the sons shall be the 
especial escort of the veterans. 

That camps of the United Veterans be 
authorized to enroll the sons in associate 
membership. 

That the sons be uniformed in confed- 
erate gray, but without insignia of rank 
and that all military titles Se abolished 
among them..

First of all, there igs said to have been 
some money missing from the cash 
drawer of the station sergeants. There 
is nothing factional in this, of course, 
but it is likely to bring about the old 
factional lines if. the matter ever comes 
before-the board for investigation, How 
any money could get out of a cash 
drawer guarded every hour of the night 
and day by policemen is a wonder. It 
may be that it wasn’t stolen after all, 
but still it has to be accounted for. 

It is the practice of the station ser- 
geants to put money, left for cash bonds, 
in envelopes and lock up the envelopes 
in a drawer. One sergeant receipts to 
another whenever there is a change of 
watch. They receipt for so much cash 
in the ehvelopes without seeing the 
money. Among a lot of such envelopes 
which have been on hand for a long time. 
was one that ought to have contained 
$15.75 and another that was marked $10.75. 
Two days ago Station Sergeant Joiner 
had occasion to inspect the envelopes, 
and he found that these two had been 
tampered with.--In the oné marked $10.75 
there was only $5.75, and in the other, 
which should have held $15.75, there was 
only » $1.75. ° Both’ envelopes had been. 
opened and pasted together again. Chief 
Ball is investigating the matter and has 
engaged an expert accountant to go over 
the books of the office.

HOLD THEIR GENERAL ASSEMBLIES 


Southern General Assem- | 


bly in Session at Lex- 
ington, Va. 


Lexington, Va., May 21.—The forty- 
third general assembly of the Southern 
Presbyterian church of the United States 
convened today in the Lexington Presby- 
terian church. 

The retiring moderator, Rev. Dr. W. T. 
Hall, of Columbia, S. C,. prached the open- 
ing sermon, after which the assembly 
proceeded to business. 

The enrollment read by Dr. Alexander, 
state clerk, showed 155 commissioners 
present. Three new presbyteries organ- 
ized as follows: From Mecklenburg pres- 
bytery to be known as King’s Mountain 
presbytery; from Tuscaloosa presbytery 
to be known as Mobile presbytery and 
from Indian presbytery to be known ab 
Durent presbytery. 

The following nominations were made 
for moderator: 

Dr. A. C. Hopkins, Charlestown, W. 
Va.; Dr. R. A. Webb, Clarksville, Tenn.; 
Dr. William D. Morton, of North Caro- 
lino; Dr. W. H. Marquess, of Louisville; 
Dr. J. 8S. Moore, Dallas, Tex.; Dr. J. H. 
Smith, of Richmond. 

After the nomination speeches, second- 
ing speeches followed and consumed the 
entire remaining time of the morning ses- 
sion. With these nominations made the 
assembly proceeded to vote by roll call 
and after one roll call the assembly ad- 
journed for the morning. 

At the afternoon session Doctors Mar- 
quess ‘and Smith, on the second vote for 
moderator, were dropped. The final bal- 
lot resulted in the election of Rev. Dr. 
Abner: C. Hopkins, of Charleston, Jeffer- 
son county, W. Va., of Winchester pres- 
bytery. His election was made unani- 
mous. The election of two temporary 
clerks to assist the permanent and stated 
clerks resulted in the choice of Rev. Ed- 
ward L. McCue, Jackson, Miss., and Rev. 
W. H. Frazer, Macon, Ga. 

Dr. 8S. H. Chester, of Nashville, secre- 
tary of foreign missions, read the foreign 
mission report. 


Foreign Missions. 


The report on foreign .missions fol- 
lows: 


*“We are able to report, as indicated 
by results, that this has been the most 
prosperous year in the history of our 
work. The total number of additions to 
our mission churches on profession of 
faith is 1,574. This is 710 more than the 
number reported last year. The receipts 
were $180,458—an increase of $15,575, and 
the cost of work $184,958. The cost per 
missionary was $1,000. Eleven new mis- 
sionaries were sent out during the year 
~—two to Africa, four to Cuba, two to Jap- 
an, two to Korea and one to Mexico. The 
total now on the roll is 174. 

“In all our fields our opportunities are 
incalculable and our obligations are im- 
measurable. The need of the work every- 
where is enlargement. 

“We believe that larger results will 
be attained in all our fields when we 
make a much larger outlay than we have 
done heretofore in the training and -use of 
a competént native minister." 

Dr. S. L. Morris, the secretary of home 
missions, followed with the report of his 


committee. 8 os rs 


Home Missions. 


The home mission report follows: 

“The second year of the present admin- 
istration of home missions closes with 
the work ‘in splendid shape, considering 
all the environments of the work and the 
disadvantages at which we have labored. 
The contributions have been larger than 


last year by $1,153. More new churches 


have been organized and more new ter-' 
ritory occupied than ever before, showing 
that it has been the most prosperous year 
in all the history of the church. 

“The receipts were $41,038 and the dis- 
bursements $39,150. The balance on hand 
March 31, 1903, was $8.066. 

“The large bulk of the home mission 
funds is spent in the three synods—Ar- 
kansas, Florida and Texas—and the work 
has been very Satisfactory. 

‘‘The* Indian Territory is the most hope- 
ful and fruitfl field in the Presbyterian 
church. 

‘During the year we made a large ad- 
vance over the previous years in mis- 
sion schools, increasing from eight schools 
with seventeen teachers and 900 scholars, 
to eleven schools with twenty-three teach- 
ers and nearly 1,200 scholars. The major- 
ity of these schgols are now self-support- 


ing. 

“The Ladies’ Aid and Missionary socie- 
ties have contributed loyally to the 
cause, 

‘A dozen new churches have been or- 
ganized in Indian Territory and Okla- 
homa, and other growing towns invite 
our operation. Will the church retreat 
from its most promising field? Is it 
ready even to call a halt? The com- 
mittee could not use $100,000 at present, 
but it could use to great advantage, and 
does actually need $50,000, for its work. 
Will the church furnish it? 

Dr. A. L. Philips, of Richmond, secre- 
tary of committee of publication, pre- 
sented the report of his committee. 

On Publications. 

The report on publications follows: 

‘‘The work has three departments, two 
of. which have been organized and are 
working with efficiency. The circulation 
of the Sunday school periodicals increas- 
ed by a millien copies. Collections from 
the churches and Sunday schools amount- 
ed to $10,234, an increase over the year 
previous of $2,000. Of this sum $4,000 was 
given by Sunday | schools for extension 
work. Sales increased $13,000, and collec- 
tions increased $10,000; $4,800 was given for 
Sunday school misionaries and $3,500 in 
donations of books, etc. Over $3,000 more 
than was received in collections was 
given back to the churches. Assets equal 
$132,000, with liabilities of $2,000. Growth 
of the Sunday school work has been wun- 
derful. Conferences, institutes and con- 
ventions have been held in many presby- 
teries. New home departments have been 
established and teachers’ meetings begun. 
The work of the Young Peoples’ societies 
has been pushed vigorously, and the work 
for boys through’ covenanter companies 
has been growing. This whole cause Is 
most encouraging.”’ 

The closing report of the session was 
from the committee on ministerial relief, 
which was presented by the secretary, 
Dr. I. 8. McElvoy, of Richmond. 

All of the committee reports presented 
were referred to the respective standing 
committees for consideration. 

The night session of the assembly was 
devoted to a popular meeting in the Bi- 
ble cause. It was presided over by Rev. 
Dr. T. H. Law, of Spartanburg, §8. C., 
field agent of the American Bible Society. 
Addresses were made on this subject by 
Rev. Dr. E. P. Ingersol, of New York, 
representative of the American Bible So- 
ciety. and by Rev. Dr. H. C. Dubose, a 
returned missionary from China. The as- 
sembly accepted an invitation to visit 
Washington and Lee university tomorrow 
and participate in exercises in Lee Me- 
morial chapel, when addresses will be 
made. CE ee ; : 


Cumberland Presbyteri- 
ans Are in Session at 
Nashville. 


Nashville, Tenn., May 21.—The general 
assemhly of the Cumberland Presby- 
terian church convened here this morn- 
ing, 221 answering the roll call. The vis- 
itors were welcomed by Rev. J. O. Rust, 
pastor of the Edgefield Baptist church, 
responses being made by the retiring 
moderator, Rev. 8. M. Templeton, of 
Clarksville, Tex.; Rev. A. G. Bergen, 
of Chicago, and Rev. L. D. Beck, of 
Cottage Grove, Ore. 

Dr, Templeton, the retiring moderator, 
delivered the annual sermon, his subject 
being “The Unity of Believers,” and 


Rev. Dr. R. M. Tinnon, of Denver, Col.,. 


was chosen moderator. Two sessions 
were held and considerable routine busi- 
ness disposed of, a number of synodical 
and Presbyterial changes being an- 
nounced. 

An invitation from President D. E. 
Mitchell to visit the Cumberland univer- 
sity at Lebanon on Saturday was read 
and accepted: The assembly agreed to 
adjourn Saturday morning ‘at 19 o'clock 
till 8 o'clock p. m. There will be a spe- 
cial train, to cost the delegates nothing. 
The morning session was devoted to the 
retiring moderator’s sermon, 

At the afternoon session the stated clerk 
announced the following synodical and 
Presbyterial changes made since the last 
meeting of the assembly’ 

1. Arkansas synod. This is no longer 
a delegated body, so that of the sixteen 
synods in the church, Texas is now the 
only one that is delegated. In Arkansas 
synod a number of changes have been 
made in Presbyterial boundaries, and a 
new Presbytery has been erected, named 
Bartholomew. 

2. Illinois synod. The presbyteries of 
Albion and McLin have been united, 
under the name of Mount Vernon Pres- 
bytery. 

3. Indianola synod. By dividing the 
territory comprised by the Greer Pres- 
bytery, a new Presbytery has been 
formed named Washita. 

4. Ohio synod. Certain changes have 
been made in the boundary between 
Athens and Muskingum Presbyteries, and 
the name of Muskingum Presbytery be- 
comes Columbus Presbytery. 

5. Texas synod. The name of San 
Saba Presbytery has been changed to 
Brownwood. 

Dr. J. O. Rust welcomed the delegates 
in behalf of the Nashville ministers al- 
liante. After the responses Rev. B. G. 
Mitchell offered a resolution providing 
for a moderators’ council, to be composed 
of one from each synod, and selected 
by the commissioners from the-same, to 
assist the moderator in selecting com- 
mittees, and in any other matters in 
which he may desire counsel. It was 
adopted. 

The selection of moderator being in 
order, Elder J. H. Dewitt, of Nashville, 
nominated Judge W. E. Settle, of Frank- 
fort, Ky. 

Elder M. A. 
Miss., nominated Rev. 
non, of Denver, Col. 

The .nominations were then declared 
closed ayd roll called for votes. . There 
were 221 votes cast, 137 of which were for 
Dr. Tinnon. The election was then made 
unanimous.

TO A BIRD AND 
A BOTTLE 


‘Northern Presbyterians in 
General Assembly at 
Los Angeles. 


Lost Angeles, Cal., May 21—The 5th 
general assembly of the Presbyterian 
church convened today at Emanuel 
church. Very few of 700 accredited com- 
missioners were absent when Rey. Dr. 
Henry Van Dyke called the gathering to 
order and the galleries were crowded 
with visitors. , 

A notable feature of the present assem- 
tly is the unusually Jarge rumber of 
young men among the commissioners. 
That is explained by the fact that the 
campaign for commissionerships to this 
convention, which will vote on the 4final 
adoption of creed revision, ~was an ex- 
ceptionally warm contest and the younger 
clement of the church won out. 

Dr. Van Dyke, delivered his annual ser- 
mon. He said in part: 

“Let not the church falter and blush 
for her doctrines. Let her not turn and 
go diown the hill of knowledge to defend 
her position in the valley of ignorance. 
Let her go up the hill, welcoming every 
wider outlook, rejoicing in every new dis- 
covery, gathering from evidences of the 
truths which man must believe concern- 
ing Goi and new motives to the duties 
which God requires of man. 


“But in doing this we must he careful 


to put the emphasis of our preaching T6* 
day where it belongs, where Christ puts 
it, on the doctrines that are most im- 
portant to human life and happiness. We 
can afford to let the fine metaphysical 
distinctions of theology rest for awhile, 
and throw al! our force on the central, 
fundamental truths which give steadiness 
and courage and cheer to the hearts of 
men. I will not admit that it makes 
no difference to a man of this age whether 
or not he believes in the personal God and 
the divine Christ. If he really believes, 
it makes all the difference between spir- 
itual strength and spiritual weakness, 
between optimism and pessimism. I will 
not admit that it makes no difference to 
a learned scholar or a simple laborer 
today whether he accepts or ignores the 
doctrine of the atonement, the doctrine of 
personal immortality. If he knows that 
Christ died for him, that there is a fu- 
ture beyond the grave, it makes all the 
difference between despair and hope, be- 
_tween misery and cnsolation, between 
the helpless frailty of a being that is 
puffed out like a candle and the awfud 
power of an cndless life. 

““‘My brethren, we must work and pray 
for a true revival of Christian doctrine 
in our age. We must deepen our own 
hold upon the truths which Christ has 
taught us. But most of all we must keep 
them in close and living touch with the 
problems of daily duty and experience. 
For no doctrine, however high, however 
true, can make men happy until it is 
translated into life.” 

Dr. Van Dyke, departing from the usual 
custom, wore a Geneva gown. He occu- 
pied more than an hour in the delivery 
of his sermon, but was given the closest 
attention throughout. Great enthusiasm 
marked the close of his talk. 

Announcements were made by the com- 
mittee on arrangements, among them be- 
ing an order excluding from (t™3 audi- 
torium of the church all except commis- 
sioners, and the sessions from now on 
will be of a routine and business char- 
acter. 

Rev. F. .Cyle, of Denver, was elected 
moderator. Dr, Coyle was elected on 
the second ballot. David Schaff, of Lane 
Theological seminary, Cincinnati; Dr. 
Roberts, Calvin W. Mater and Dr. Zenos, 
of Chicago, were also candidates. Dr. 
Zenos and Dr. Roberts withdrew after 
the first ballot. 

Dr. Coyle’s election was finally made 
unanimous,

He immediately 
applied the air brakes, which tended to 
partially stop the train before the point 
was reached. 

As the train reached the damaged 
track, where the rails had buckled from 
the heat, two express cars and a com- 
bination baggage car and coach left the 
track and turned over. Two other coaches 
left the track but did not turn over. 

Three negro women passengers were 
slightly injured in the combination codch, 
and other passengers, of whom there 
were forty-one, were sOmewhat shaken 
up. Postal Clerk G. C. Beavers, Express 
Messenger R. L. Lewis and Express 
Messenger G. F. Bevill sustained. hurts. 

A wrecking crew was sent out from 
Savannah. Until the track was cleared 
the Seaboard had to use the Atlantic 
Coast Line tracks south of Savannah. 
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Freight rates on many articles shippec 
out of and into Atlanta are being dis- 
cussed at the joint convention of the 
Southeastern Freight Aissociation and 
the Southeastern Mississippi Valley Asso- 
ciation, at the meeting now in progress 
at Hot Springs, Va., and it is altogether 
probable that there will be a shake-up 
on many of them, 

Many of the rates only apply to local 
commerce, but some of them touch the 
interstate ‘part of the freight business, 
and much interest attaches to the re 
sult of the joint convention on that ac- 
count. 

Atlanta is especially concerned in the 
matters that are occupying the attention 
of the freight men. The rates on @ 
large number of manufactured products 
are now being decided upon, with par- 
ticular reference to this city, and local 
shippers are watching the action of the 
convention closely. 

Atlanta firms have built up a splendid 
trade in stoves and hollowware, shipping 
immense quantities of these goods ww 
Rome, Dalton, Chattanooga and other 
points north and south of here. The 
freight on these articles alone is quite 
an item to the roads that handle them, 
and this is one of the things they are 
now discussing. A matter of a small de- 
crease in the present rates on these ar- 
ticles means that the merchants here can 
extend their trade indefinitely, and an 
increase would mean the curtailment of 
the trade in a proportionate degree. It 
is the same with all the other articles 
that are being discussed. 

tes on general merchandise from 
Dublin to Atlanta are coming in for a 
share of the debate. Dublin has increased 
so rapidly in population and importance 
as a shipping point that the roads find it 
necessary to recast the rate sheet as it 
appertains to that city. 

The freight tariff on bagging from At- 
lanta to southeastern points is another 
topic that is absorbing the attention of 
the railroad. men. Every farmer in this 
territory who raises cotton, as well as 
all dealers who handle ginnery supplies, 
is vitally interested in this question. 
Bagging and ties form quite an item in 
the cost of ginning a bale of cotton, and 
an increase or decrease in the freight on 
bagging means an increase or decrease 
proportionately in the price of this arti- 
cle that the consumer will be required to 
pay. Atlanta is a distributing point for 
bagging of all kinds, jute being more 
largely in demand than any other variety, 
and great quantities of it are shipped to 
points all over the cotton-growing sec- 
tion of the south from this place. 

Iron and brass castings made at Mari- 
etta and sent into Atlanta will probably 
have a rate put on them that will enable 
them to meet the competition of the local 
molders. This industry is growing rapid- 
ly at Marietta, and the roads are encour- 
aging it in this manner to expand and 
send its product. It is not offictally stat- 
ed that the rate on this product of the 
foundries will be lowered, but it is un- 
derstood that that will be the action 
taken by the joint convention. 

Cotton seed oil; which is shipped into 
Atlanta from Dothan, Ala., will be re- 
classified also. There may not be any 
considerable chonge made in the rate on 
this article, but the mills at Dothan are 
shipping it in such large consignments 
that the-roads have decided to look into 
the matter and see what should be done? 
This oil comes here to be refined, and 
is sent out in various forms after it has 
gone through the Atlanta mills. Some 
of it is used for olive oil, according to 
current impressions, and some for lard 
and other cooking accessories. 

Atlanta manufactures immense quanti- 
ties of fertilizers and ships them to many 
places. Just at present the railroads are 
discussing the proper rate on this prod- 
uct from Atlanta to Guntersville, Ala. 
Shipments to that point have increased 
to such an extent as to call for special 
notice, again demone¢trating that the 
trade of this city is reaching out in all 
directions. 

Chattanooga annually consumes a4 
large quantity of Atlanta-made ice, and 
this year the demand is expected to be 
larger than ever, from the fact that citi- 
zens of tuiat place are ‘‘hot” about being 
omitted from the Southern Baseball 
League. It is probably not generaliy 
known that this product of the Gate 
City’s factories is shipped to such dis- 
tance. but it actually is sent out in bulk 
sufficient to cause the railroad men to 
take up the question of rates on it at 
their present meeting. They have no in- 
tention of “freezing out’’ the shipment 
in future, howeyer. 

One of the most important matters that 
is before then, so far as this city is con- 
cerned, is the tariff to be placed on the 
shipment of Hve stock from points in 
Tennessee on the Tennessee Central rail- 
road. a-new roa-.. running from Nashvill- 
to Harriman, and along the length of 
which many of the finest beef cattle are 
,uis industrv is growing at an amazing 
obtained for the local packing houses.

In “tnld Kaus, ab 12 mncbt“ot those of 
Similar character that have occurred 
‘in the northern states, the only sin 
committed by the victim of mob vio- 
lence ig that he has dared attempt to 
earn an honest living. 
For this—and this only—was. his 
home stoned and the lives of his wife 
and children so endangered that they 
were compelled to seek refuge by g0- 
ing to jail. The man manazed to @s- 
cape from the county or his life would 
unquestionably have been taken. 

The facts are told in the following 
short Associated Press dispatch: 


Fremont. Ohio, May 2%.—John Dixon, 
colored, was driven from town by a 
‘nob today after an exciting encounter 
last night in which his home was stoned, 
Dixon had been employed at the Clauss 
shear plant and did not go out when the 
strikers did. His wife and children es- 
caped the fury of the mob by going to 
jail. Dixon hid all night and escaped to 
Norwalk today. 

Careful perusal of the above is re- 


spectfully recommended to the south- 
haters ‘who, had that octurred any- 
where in this ~icinity, would have al- 
ready begun to pour out th» vials of 
their wrath upon the entire south. 

But it could never have occurred in 
fhe south. Here the negro is permit- 
ted to work peacefully et-any calling 
and is honored fo: his work. It is 
only in Ohio and Illinois and other 
northern states, where his political 
friends, the republicans, are in control 
that the negro is mobbed and murder- 
ed when he tries to earn an honest 
living. 

In this connection it may not be en- 
tirely out of place to respectfully call 
the attention of the Hill Top Improve- 
ment Associaticn, of Columbus, Ohio, 
to this little affair at Fremont. This, 
it may be recalled, is the organization 
which declined to participate in the 
decoration of confederate graves at 
Camp Chase for the very bellicose rea- 
son that “the war is not over and 
never will be until the south recog- 
nizes the fourteenth and fifteenth 
amendments.” So deeply concerned 
are the majority of the members of 
this association in insisting upon po- 
litical “rights” and social equality for 
the negroes of the southern states that 
they would—if they could, but, of 
course, cannot—insult the memory of 
gallant confederate soldiers who died 
while in prison at Camp Chase. 

It would be profanation of hallowed 
ground for them to set foot inside 
that confederate cemetery. Fortunate- 
ly such people are few at the north. 
They do not merit even this passing 
notice and would not receive it were 
it not that the temptation’ is strong 
to ask what they ar: going to do about 
this Fremont business. 

Will they advise the good people of 
that town to refrain from decorating 
the grave of General Hayes, once pres- 
ident of the United States, who, we 
believe, is buried at his old home 
there, because of the maltreatment of 
this poor, persecuted iegro family? 
To be at all logical, should they not 
do this? Certainly General Hayes is 
just as responsible for the Fremont 
mob as those confederate heroes are 
for the denial of thg ballot to such 
negroes as cannot pass the educational 
tests of southern ballot. laws. 

But, of course, the Hill Top Improve- 
ment Association will find it con- 
venient to take no notice of the lynch- 
ing of negroes who commit the griev- 
ous sin of manifesting a desire to 
earn a living at the north. Its mem- 
bers, like the other critics of the 
south, are too busily engaged in look- 


ing for political splinters in southern 
eyes to pay any attention to the mob— 
and—murder beams in their own.

Kentucky on Trial. 

It is sintérely to be hoped that the 
authorities of Kentucky, judicial as 
well as executive, realize that in the 
matter of Curtis Jett thei: state is 
on trial at the bar of American public 
opinion. 

The announced determination of 
Governor Beckham to send a detach- 
ment of militia to Jackson to insure 
order during the trial of Jett doubtless 
meets the hearty approval of all law- 
abiding citizens of the commonwealth. 
If there can be the slightest doubt of 
this first detachment being sufficient 
for the purpose, the governor should 
call out a larger force—if necessary, 
every soldier in the state. The slight- 
est indication of lawlessness on the 
part of Jett’s mountaineer assassin 
friends, whether this takes the form of 
attempt to intimidate the court or to 
rescue the prisoner, should be met in 
a way calculated to teach all lawless 
ruffians within the confines of the 
state a lesson that would do them for 
all time. 

Perhaps at this distance we are in 
no position to judge with absolute ac- 
curacy, but it does seem as if those 
lawyers who are seeking, by interpos- 
ing technicalities, to have Jett sent 
back to Breathitt county, where fac- 
tional feuds are rife and where there 
would be practically no chance of a 
fair and impartial trial, are sinning 
against their profession as well as 
their state. There are distinct moral 
limitations to the extent to y- hich an

Mr. Hitch on State Sovereignty. 

Students of the great constitutional 
questions which, after more than 
half a century of controversy and 
suspicion, led to the open breach 
of war between the two differ- 
ing groups of states, should not 
fail to secure the pamphlet containing 
the recent address of Hon. Robert M. 
Hitch, representative from Chatham 
county in the general assembly of 
Georgia, delivered at Savannah before 
Francis S. Bartow camp, No. 93, Unit- 
ed Society of Confederate Veterans. 
While this peculiarly strong and com- 
prehensive address more especially in- 
terests Georgians, being devoted in 
large part as it is to the concrete his- 
tory of Georgia’s part in the secession 
movement, it nevertheless contains a 
great deal of overlooked or half-forgot- 
ten history appertaining to the,great 
fundamental question of state sover- 
eignty as understood and practiced 
from the inception of the federal union 
unti! that union was sought to be 
broken in 1861. In the pamphlet in 


question we have the whole constitu- - 


tional issue in a nutshell, and a re- 
markably able presentation it’ is of 
the viewpoint of the south—then and 
now. 

After forty years, when Georgia is 
in spirit as much a part of the union 
as Massachusetts, it ought not to. be 
invidious to re-examine these sad old 


questions in the serene light of his- | 


tory, with the historical student’s dis- 
passionate love of truth. That four 
years’ fratricidal struggle may be half- 
forgotten by the “new south,” and 
her ancient enemy altogether for- 
given; but principles are eternal, and, 
surely, the eleven southern states with 
their intelligent millions of straight- 
bred Americans did not throw their 
dearest blood and treasure before the 
dread besem of war, under a revolu- 
tionary oriflame, without the inspir- 
ing knowledge that a principle involv- 
ing liberty was at stake. It is so easy 
to brand a lost cause with the odium 
of wrong or treason when the lips of 
Clio are mute 0< the intrinsic conten- 
tions of the vanquished! 

But time will reverse even a might- 
made dictum of history and set even 
the historical wrong of a people. 
Within the past de2dde—a period 
more notable in nothing than in the 
fraternal] re-welding of north and south 
—we have seen half a dozen or more 
of the states that were arrayed in bat- 
tle against the sometime southern con- 
federacy contending in tne courts and 
arena of public opinion for the same 
old principle of state’s rights, and 
more than once in that time has the 


supreme court of the republic found 


for that principle in state administra- 
tion. The palladium of civil liberty 
which screened the new-made states 
of the republic’s infan¢y from the ar- 
bitrary power of federai centraliza- 
tion is protecting every state of the 
union from similar encroachments to- 
day, and it is we!l for the liberties of 
the citizen that this is so.

The reason for 
this was because the leaders of the re- 
publican party were advised by their 
ablest constitutional lawyers that seces- 
sion was not a crime, that a secessionist 
was not a rebel or a traitor, and that a 
prosecution for treason could not possi- 
bly be sustained. To have undertaken 
the prosecution and faileq to convict 
would have imposed upon the north a

The papers have been. grouped according 
to the subjects treated, and at the end 
of each section is given a lst of previous 
publications on that.subject bythe sur- 
vey. . These Hsts will be found service- 
@ble to those who. .wish, .to ascertain 
what has been accomplished by the sur- 
vey in the investigation of any partic- 
ular group’ of mineral products. The 
publications named in these: Msts can us- 
ually be obtained withaut expense on 
application to the director of the survey, 
except monographs, geologic folios and 
topographic maps, which, under the law, 
are for sale at nominal prices.” 

Below are given notes on those contri- 
butions affecting Georgia and North Car- 
olina: 

“Gold and Pyrite Deposits of the Dah- 
lonega District,” by Bdwin C. Eckel, dis- 
cusses ‘briefly the general geology of the 
Dahlonega district, Lumpkin county, the 
gold ores and ore deposits, the relations 
of the gold ore deposits and their age. 
The uppér Weathered zone of gold depos- 
its can be worked at very low cost by 
hydraulic “Inning; the deeper gold ore 
requires expensive processcs amd cHiori- 
nation has not been found entirely satis- 
factory. 

The most %teresting development in 
the Dahlofiega district during 1902 was 
the opening of a late high-grade body 
of pyrite near the town, the property of 
the Chestatee Pyrites Company, about 6 
miles northeast of Dahlonega, on the 
south side of Chestatee river, This de- 
posit outcrops about 2,00 feet along the 
surface of the ground. It appears to be 
not leas than 20 feet in thickness and 
has been followed down on the dip for a 
distance of about'150 feet. The average 
of the anglysis shows about 4 per’ cent 
sulphur, 40 per cént iron and 3 per cent 
copper. 

“Manganese Ores. of the Cartersville 
District, Bartow. County,’” is a brief ex- 
tract by Dr. C. W. Hayes from the de- 
scriptive text of the Cartersville geologic 
folio, now in preparation. Although a4 
large amount of manganese ore has been 
mined from this district, most of the 
work has been done in a primitive and 
tnefficiént manner, and it js probable that 
with modern appliances much material 
would pay for working which which does 
rot contain enough ore to poe profitably 
worked by the present methods.

UNCLE SAM}. 


He Will Get Art Treasures 
to United States Without 
Paying Duty. 


New York, May 21.—Under the designa- 
tion “household effects,’ J. Pierpont 
Morgan will be able to bring into this 
country most of his art treasures that 
are now scattered through the museums 
of Europe or are ih his London house, 
Mr. Morgan has ordered his agents to 
gather together ‘all his paintings, bric-a- 
brac and antiques, and it is believed 
Americans will have an opportunity of 
seeing one of the finest private. collec- 
tions in the world. 

These objects of art are appraised at 
not less than $2,000,000 and had Mr. Mor- 
gan imported them a year ago he would 
have been obliged to pay almost $3,000 
as duty. Many of the paintings and 
smaller antiques have been in Mr. Mor- 
gan’s Park Lane house for more than 
a year, and therefore come under the 
head of “household effects,” which are 
not dutiable. It is said Mr. Morgan's 
lease of a fine home tn Park Lane was 
made more with a view to obtaining 
a legal residence for his valuable art 
treasures than to have a dwelling house 
in London’s famous avenue.

As the result of an article wmch recent- 
ly appeared in The Constitution C. J. 
Hagen has announced that he will be one 
of ten persons to give $50 each to the 
children’s room at the Carnegie iibrary. 

This department of the library has 
-eautiful quarters, but the Httle folks 
who flock there find but a meager num- 
ber of books wherewith to satisfy their 
craving for knowledge. There are many 
more empty shelves than there are full 
ones, yet dozens of childreh come every 
day to visit this room and read the fcw 
books provided, 

These facts were set forth in the article 
before mentioned an elicited :the follow- 
ing letter from Mr. Haden: 

‘May 20, 1903. 

“Miss Anne Wallace, Atlanta, Ga.—My 
Dear Miss Wallace: In Sunday’s Consti- 
tution I noticed a report that the chil- 
dren’s department of the library was in- 
adequately supplied with books. It oc- 
curs to me that one excellent way to 
grow a Greater Georgia would be to 
furnish books to Little Georgia. By as- 
sisting you in the better equipment of 
the library, Atlanta barely pays the In- 
terest on the ‘good will’ which she owes 
to you for securing a free library for At- 
lanta. 

‘In our conversation on the street car 
yesterday you confirmed the newspaper 
report, with the additional statement that 
there were more children than children’s 
books in the library. At least a parity 
should be established. To this end I will 
cheerfully be one of ten to contribute $00 
each, making a purse of $500 to be invest- 
ed under your direction in increasing the 
supply of books in the children’s depart- 
ment.

Chair of Chemistry Will Be 
Created at Next Meeting 
of Trustees, 


At an informal meeting of members of 
the board of trustees of Emory college, 
held in this city yesterday. important 
matters relating to the college were dis- 
cussed and decided upon, which will be 
brought up at the meeting of the trustees 
next month.

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TEXAS COURT 
TS AFTER GRAY 


Georgian Wanted on Charge 
of Bigamy---An Interest- 
ing Case, 


On the theory that the jury which re- 
cently declared him insane was imposed 
upon, Thomas Gray, a Georgian, was 
yesterday surrendered to the custody of 
a Texas sheriff, who will take him to the 
Lone Star state to stand trial. for. big- 
amy. 

Gray, whno is a man about forty-five 
years of age, lived for a number of years 
at Bremen, where he has a wife and chil- 
dren. About two year# ago he went out 
to Texas and settled in Cass county. He 


had been there but a short while when 
he married Miss Minnie Heffner, a young 
woman of about twenty-four. 

For a year, or perhaps Jess, he lived 

with Miss Heffner as his wife. Then he 
disappeared and, it developed, came back 
to his ola home in Georgia. 
‘ Bome time ago his whereabouts was 
discovered and he was indicted for big- 
amy by the Cass county grand jury. 
Gray about this time contracted malarial 
fever, it is stated, and while he was in 
this condition his relatives, getting wind 
cf the Texas prosecution, swore out a 
writ of lunacy against him. 

The case was tried in the usual way. 
Gray, when examined by the jury, made 
rambling, incoherent statements which 
convinced the jurors that he was really 
insune and they so declared. 

It is now alleged that he was simply 
delirious from the effect of fever. In- 
stead of being committed to the asylum, 
as would be the natural result of such 
proceedings, he was, left to go as he 
pleased. He recovered from the fever 
and it is. represented that all signs of 
the alleged insanity disappeared with the 
fever. 

Governor Lanham, of Texas, made a 
formal requisition upon Governor ‘Terrell 
for the man. The matter has been be- 
fore the executive department for several 
days. Yesterday Sheriff J. T. Hendersoa, 
of Cass county, Texas, arrived in the city 
and an executive warrant placing Gray 
in his custody was issued. Sheriff Hen- 
derson left on the afternoon train for 
Bremen to take Gray, who has been in 
the hands of the marshal of that town 
for several days, awaiting the governor's 
orders. .

Department's Deficit, 
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lion and Machen Is Held Re- 
sponsible—Congress Will 
' Be Asked for Money — 
- to Cover Deficit. 


Washington, May. 21.—Congress will be 
asked at the opening of its next session 
to make an appropriation to cover dc- 
ficftencies in botn the regular free delivery 


service and the rural free delivery service 
of the postoffice department. Postmaster 
General Payne today announced that this 
deficiency now aggregates exactly $227,- 
467, of which $116,000 is in the free delivcry 
branch and $121,600 in the rural free de- 
livery service. The postmaster general 
said he very much regretted the existence 
of the deficit and for the first time pub- 
licly criticised the administration of A. 
W. Machen, the general superintendent 
of the free delivery system, who is out 
on indefinite leave of absence. 

“At the opening of the last congress,” 
said Mr. Payne, ““Mr. Machen pointed out 
that without additional appropriations no 
more routes could be established beyond 
those ready to be installed January 1. He 
said, however, if congress appropriated 
$500,000 for the purpose the work could be 
continued during the rest of the fiecal 
year. This appropriation was promptly 
made, but it was exhausted. Despite thix 
fact the free delivery office was going on 
increasing the deficiency.” ‘ 

Centinuing he said part of the de- 
ficiency was discovered before Mr. Machen 
was given his leave of absence. The 
pestmaster general sent the following }et- 
ter to Fourth Assistant Bristow, dated 
May 9: 

“On the 7th instant General Wynne ad- 
vised me of the probabilities of a deficit 
of $20,000 in the rural free delivery ac- 
counts and that if the activity of the bu- 
reau is kept up in the work of preparing 
to install additional rural free delivery 
routes unti] July 1 this deficit would be 
largely increased. 

“It is my. wish that there should be no 
deficit. Congress at its last session: made 
an additional appropriation of $500,000 for 
the rural free delivery service and we 
should so conduct the business from the 
office so as not to exceed this appropria- 


tion. 


“I have, therefore, to request that you 
will investigate the situation promptly 
and curtail the expenditures so that if 
it is possible we will not have a defiicit 
at the end of the fiscal year. In accom- 
plishing this, however, it is advisable that 
great care should be taken not to suspend 
the actual investigation of proposed rural 
free delivery routes more than is abso- 
iutely necessary. I should think it en- 
tirely practical to bring about economics 
in other branches of the bureau which 
would aceomplish the result desired.’’ 

Mr. Bristow subsequently reported to 
the’ postmaster general with a detaile4 
statement showing that the amount ag- 
gregated $227,000 in round numbers. 

Postmaster General Payne tonight, in 
discussing the big deficiency in the free 
delivery service, said: 

“It is very reprehensible for a bureau 
officer to have a deficit of $200,000 rolled 
up on the Ist of May. It was bad, very 
bad administration. A bureau officer 
should not incur a deficit without consult- 
ing his superior officer, the postmaster 
general. I cannot stand for that kind of 
administration, ang I do not approve of 
it. I do not say that there was any- 
thing criminal, nor anything wrong in 
Mr. Machen’s action, but it was cer- 
tainly loose administration and he should 
have had his business more in hand.” 

Postmaster General Payne was asked 
a number of questions as to the effect 
of the discovery of the deficiency on the 
status of Mr. Machen, but parried all 
the questions. He said that the matter 
would be looked into and a communica- 
tion might be sent later to Mr. Machen 
asking for an explanation of the affairs.

CHILD PALMED ON DOCTOR 
BY THE SISTER OF HIS WIFE 


Pittsburg, Pa., May 21.—The end of one 
of the most sensational cases @ver tried 
in the United States circuit court came 
today when the, jury in the case of 
Beverly Robinson against Robert Steven- 
son and others returned a verdict for the 
defendants. 

The case was for 15 feet of property in 
Wood street, worth about $100,000 and in- 
volved the paternity of a child. The 
plaintiff. claimed title through a _ child 
which he alleged was born to his wife 
who was his cousin, Miss Katherine Vera 
Robinson. They were married December, 
1896, and it is alleged the child was born 
in March, 1897, in Omaha, where they had 
gone to avoid publicity. Robinson and 
his wife were accompanied to Omaha by 
Mrs. David Gregg Metheny, sister of dirs. 
Robinson. 

The family came back after the sum- 
mer of 1898, when they spent several 
weeks at Fairhaven, Vt. One day Mrs. 
Metheny was seized with convulsions and

died very suddenly. The next morning 
Mrs. Robinson and the child were dead, 
both having been shot. The suicide or 
murder of the woman and the murder of 
the child were testified to during the trial 
of the case. 

The defense was that the child was not 
the child of Mrs. Robinson, but was the 
child of Mrs. Metheny. Metheny is one 
of the defendants and the verdict gives 
him the title through the child born to 
his wife. 

Rebinson gave positive testimony that 
the chi'd was born to his wife and that 
she had nursed the baby naturally. This 
latter fact aws also testified to by other 
witnesses. On the other hand a sister of 
Mrs. Robinson and Mrs. Metheny was 
present in the room when the child was 
born and swore that it was the child of 
Mrs. Metheny.
